Underprivileged

people in Navarro, Ellis and 
Johnson counties who have 
hoped for summer jobs through 
the Emergency 
Employment 


Act Summer Youth Program 
will have to wait until com- 
missioners 
in their 
counties 


decide who will implement the 
program before any jobs are 
available, according to C. J. 
Webster, director of public 
affairs for the North Central 
Texas Council of Governments. 


He said the executive board of 


the NCTCOG met Wednesday 
morning in Arlington and 
decided that the commissioners 
courts in each of these three 


counties should choose the 
method of implementing the 
summer you.th programs. 


Webster said the NCTCOG 


staff's plan "called for the 
Navarro • County Action Com- 
mittee to serve as technical 
field support for the Summer 
Youth Program." He added 
that, "because of the fact that 
the (Navarro County) com- 
missioners court was not en- 
tirely agreeable to that, we're 
going to go back to them and see 
what they want to work out." 


He noted, however, that "a 


decision will have to be made 
fairly soon if funds are going to 
be made available to those 
counties. It will have to be set 
up according to the Department 


of Labor and the Department of 
Community Affairs guidelines 
so there is adequate supervision 
and administrative assistan- 
ce." 


Webster said the position 


taken by NCTCOG is that the 
council of governments "is an 
organization of, by and for local 
governments. We want to see 
the programs be available and 
that's one of the problems— 
there's not a lot of time left 
before the Department of Labor 
is going to decide to re-allocate 
the money. So, there will have 
to be a decision fairly soon."

the program is that only about 
$250 of the total $8,160 budget 
lias been allocated for ad- 
ministrative expenses. 


NCAC Executive Director 


Jerome Vacek commented last 
week that he had been led to 
believe that NCAC would im- 
plement the summer 
youth 


programs for Navarro, Ellis 
and Johnson counties, and had 
planned to utilize existing 
NCAC personnel and resources 
to implement these programs. 
He said the projected budget for 
these three counties totaled 
$24,975 with only about three per 
cent 
available 
for 
ad- 


ministrative expense. 


Vacek said his office had 


already begun to contact 


eligible young people for em- 
ployment and had made other 
contacts with potential em- 
ployers when he was informed 
last week that NCAC might not 
get to implement the program 
after all. 


The special summer youth 


program would provide thirteen 
20-hour-per-week 
jobs 
for 


youths 16-17 years old, and eight 
32-hour-per week jobs for 
eligible young adults 18-19 years 
old, according to Vacek. Types 
of jobs available would include 
hospital aide work, teacher 
aides, clerical office assistants, 
maintenance, 
landscaping, 


parks and recreation, and 
streets and city maintenance. 


It would provide 12 Ellis 


County youths and 16 Johnson 
County youths with 20-hour-per- 
week jobs, and five Ellis County 
and ten Johnson County youths 
with 32-hour-per-week jobs, he 
added. 


Webster said Navarro County 


Commissioner Arlon Simmons,

Ehrlichman Blames Walters 
For CIA Cover-up Role 


WASHINGTON (AP) - John D. Ehrlichman 


blames a former deputy director of the Central 
Intelligence 
Agency for its role in the 


Watergate coverup. 


And the former White House adviser says he 


can't recall asking for CIA assistance that E. 
Howard Hunt used in the Ellsberg burglary. 


Ehrlichman's testimony conflicts with that of 


present and former CIA officials. The Senate 
Appropriations subcommittee on intelligence 
today called former presidential chief of staff 
H.R. Haldeman to give his version in a closed 
session. 


Ehrlichman testified behind closed doors 


Wednesday, then gave newsmen a 17-page 
transcript of his prepared testimony. The 
question-and-answer portion of his testimony 
wasn't released. 


Ehrlichman said he wouldn't have ordered 


restrictions on the FBI's Watergate in- 
vestigation last year if CIA Deputy Director 
Vernon Walters had stated flatly that there was 
no danger of uncovering secret CIA operations 
in Mexico. 


But instead, Ehrlichman said, Walters gave 


an "equivocal response" during a meeting in 
June 1972, shortly after the Watergate raid. 
Haldeman and former CIA Director Richard 
Helms also were at the meeting. 


On the Ellsberg matter, Ehrlichman said he 


hasn't the faintest recollection of making a 
telephone call which former CIA Deputy 
Director Robert Cushman swears he received 
around July 7, 1971. 


Ehrlichman said it is possible someone else 


called Cushman and used his name. He also 
said Cushman wrote him a memorandum 
earlier this year saying he couldn't recall who 
made the telephone call. 


On May 11 Cushman gave a sworn affidavit to 


House investigators saying he received the call 
from Ehrlichman, who "stated that Howard 
Hunt was a bona fide employe, a consultant on 
security matters, and that Hunt would come to 
see me and request assistance which Mr. 
Ehrlichman requested that I give." 


Subsequently Hunt obtained disguises, 


forged identification, a camera, a recorder and 
other gear used in the burglary Sept. 3,1971, of 
Dr. Lewis Fielding, a Beverly Hills, Calif., psy- 
chiatrist who treated Pentagon papers 
defendant Daniel Ellsberg. 


In other Watergate-related developments: 
—Rep. Charles H. Wilson, chairman of a 


House Post Office subcommittee, asked Post- 
master General E. T. Klassen to investigate 
reports that mail intended for two Democratic 
presidential candidates last year was tam- 
pered with by the Post Office. 


George B. Gould, an aide to Wilson, said he 


has learned that some mail of Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie was read and copied in the Washington 
Post Office during Muskie's New Hampshire 
campaign, and that letters intended for Sen. 
George McGovern were tampered with while 
the South Dakotan was campaigning in 
Florida. 


—A tentative Sept. 11 trial date was set in 


New York for former Atty. Gen. John N. Mit- 
chell, former Commerce Secretary Maurice H. 
Stans, financier Robert Vesco and New Jersey 
Republican leader Harry Sears in connection 
with a secret donation to President Nixon's 1972 
campaign. U.S. District Court Judge Lee Gag- 
liardi said the trial could come even earlier. 


The four are charged with obstruction of 


justice and conspiracy. 


Power Loss Plagues 


Skylab Astronauts 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) — 


Skylab's astronauts and mission control 
wrestled today with a new problem that has 
drained another six per cent of the space 
station's power and forced reduction of ex- 
periments. 


Mission commander Charles Conrad Jr. 


suggested one of the three astronauts take a 
space walk soon to try to free a stuck solar 
panel and ease the power problem. 


A battery went off line late Wednesday, 


the second of 18 to fail on the orbiting lab, 
which has been plagued by a series of 
problems since it was launched on May 14. 


The total loss of 12 per cent of available 


power poses no threat to the mission. But 
flight controllers said that, if "we lost a 
couple more, we'll be pushing it just to 
maintain the vehicle." 


Mission control Wednesday night directed 


Conrad, Dr. Joseph P. Kerwin and Paul J. 
Weitz to delete from today's flight plan an 
earth resources study during a pass over the 
United States. They are to shift to additional 
medical and solar observatory experiments, 
which require less maneuvering and power.

School District has received 
notice of a' 'pre-hearing" set for 
10 a.m. on June 21, and a 
hearing at 10 a.m. on June 26 
concerning an order by the 
Department 
of 
Health, 


Education and Welfare for this 
school system to desegregate, 
Supt. Joe Lindsey said Tuesday 
afternoon. 


Lindsey said this notice does 


not mean that HEW has 
rejected the desegregation plan 
submitted by the school district 
May 16, but that HEW officials 
are simply setting these dates 
"just in case" the CISD 
desegregation plan is rejected. 


The letter from HEW notes 


that both the pre-hearing and 
the 
actual 
hearing 
are 


scheduled to be held at 1100 
Commerce Street, Room 5B43, 
Dallas. It states that 
"All 


notices are written motions, 
r e q u e s t s , 
p e t i t i o n s , 


memoranda, pleadings, ex- 
ceptions, briefs, decisions and 
correspondence shall be filed 
and served on all parties." It 
also notes that an official 
reporter will be designated by 
the 
Department 
for 
all 


hearings. 


Lindsey said HEW has not 


told CISD whether the sub- 
mitted plan has been accepted 
or rejected. "I'm 
still op- 


timistic, however, that the plan 
will be accepted," he said.

classes; and Lincoln would 
have no third or fourth grade 
classes. All fifth grade students 
from the areas of Bowie, Fannin 
and Lee would attend classes at 
Lincoln, and all third and fourth 
grade students from the Lincoln 
area 
would 
be 
divided 


"proportionately" 
between 


Bowie, Fannin and Lee. All 
white elementary students at 
the state home who are already 
being bused would go to Lin- 
coln, and the black children at 
the Home would go to Sam 
Houston.

Senate Votes on Bomb Halt 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate prepared to vote today 
on cutting off the money for 
U.S. bombing of Cambodia. 


Pentagon 
sources, 
mean- 


while, disclosed that the num- 
ber of B52 bombing runs over 
Cambodia has been reduced in 
recent days by about one-third 
from the daily average of 60. 
The sources cited costs and 
problems of crew morale. 


The Senate appeared certain 


to adopt an amendment to a 
$3.6-billion supplemental appro- 
priation bill to deny any funds 
for U.S. hostilities in Cambodia 
and Laos. 


The amendment, sponsored 


by Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton, 
D-Mo., had the unanimous sup- 
port of the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee. It survived a 
test Tuesday when the Senate, 
by a 55-21 vote, declared the 
amendment germane to the 
bill. 


About 200 big B52 bombers 


based in Guam and Thailand 
have been bombing Cambodia 
for almost three months. One 
flight by one plane from Guam 
costs an estimated $31,000; 
from Thailand, about $18,000. 


The Defense Department had 


conceded that some belt-tight- 
ening would be required unless 


Congress granted authority to 
transfer other Pentagon monies 
to finance the bombing. Con- 
gress has given no indication of 
granting that approval. 


The House, which has more 


rigid rules than the Senate 
against including legislation in 
an appropriation bill, voted 219 
to 188 May 10 to prohibit use of 
any money in the supplemental 
appropriation bill for bombing 
in Cambodia. 


Elliot L. Richardson, then 


secretary of defense, said the 
restriction, if applied to the one 
bill alone, would not stop the 
bombing. 


The administration claims its 


authority for the bombing of 
Cambodia stems from the Viet- 
nam war and efforts to enforce 
the Jan. 27 cease-fire agree- 
ment against claimed North 
Vietnamese violations.

Hijackers Raise 
Ransom Demand 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) — 


The hijackers of a Colombian 
airliner today dropped their de- 
mands for the release of 140 
leftist prisoners here but raised 
their money ransom from $200,- 
000 to $400,000. 


The 
four-engine 
turboprop 


Electra was on the ground in 
Aruba, a Dutch island in the 
Caribbean north of Venezuela. 


The aircraft took off from 


there before dawn today with 
the two masked hijackers and 
their hostages for Lima, Peru, 
but it was forced to return to 
Aruba because the engines' oil 
ran low. 


A report from Princess Beat- 


riz Airport in Aruba said the hi- 
jackers then permitted 33 wom- 
en and children to leave the 
aircraft for food and medical 
attention. That left 56 passen- 
gers and crewmen remaining 
on board with the hijackers. 


The plane was hijacked in 


Colombia Wednesday by the hi- 
jackers armed witli subma- 
chine guns.

This ob- 
struction of Amtrak's attempt 
to re-route its train threatens a 
violation of the policies of the 
Rail Passenger Service Act of 
1970." 


In reference to a statement by 


SP Operations Vice-President 
R. D. Spence concerning what 
he called potential safety 
hazards for passengers over 
some present SP tracks, the 
Amtrak position is "Mr. Spence 
brings out fantastic images of 
crippled little old ladies being 
thrown about wildly gyrating 
passenger cars, all the while 
claiming he is willing to toss 
freight trains off the track. It is 
against such farcial claims that 
our contract with the Southern 
Pacific in Section 3.2 (of the 
operating agreement between 
Amtrak and SP) 
protects 


Amtrak." 


NOTING THAT THE SP 


claims one 20-mile stretch of 
track between Hempstead and 
Navasota is "unsafe at any 
speed" for passengers because 
the track in question is 44 years 
old and made of "non-controlled 
cooled rail," the Amtrak 
position is that "The Federal 
Railroad Administration track 
safety standards require that if 
any portion of railhead cross- 
sectional area is weakened by 
transverse fissure 
defect— 


which the SP claims is possible 
with this kind of track—all 
operations are limited to a 
maximum (speed) of ten miles 
per hour until repaired, and if 
the Southern Pacific violates 
that (rule) it is subject to a fine 


of not less than $250 and not 
more than $2500 every time it 
occurs." 


The Amtrak spokesman said 


SP runs ten freights a day over 
the allegedly potentially weak 
section at 40 miles an hour. 


"Amtrak finds it hard to 


believe that a great railroad 
such as the Southern Pacific, 
with its great concern for safety 
and legal operation, would 
permit a violation of the safety 
regulations to exist anywhere 
on its lines. This is especially 
true when the Southern Pacific 
knew as early as January of this 
year that Amtrak was con- 
sidering re-routing passenger 
trains over this line. SP did not 
assert that its lines were in an 
intolerable condition and not 
suitable for any passenger 
operations until after the sale of 
the Dallas Union Terminal was 
consummated." 


(Thje old Union Terminal in 


Dallas was sold to the City of 
Dallas for an Amtrak terminal 
by a subsidiary of the SP at a 
price of $5.3 million, according 
to the Amtrak spokesman.) 


"NEITHER 
AMTRAK nor 


the City of Dallas knew that the 
Southern Pacific considered the 
existence of this track as 
precluding the re-routing," the 
pleading notes. 


In a statement of intentions as 


a part of the counter-suit, 
Amtrak says it "emphatically 
desires to serve the City of 
Dallas 
with 
its 
million 


residents. Amtrak does not 
believe that the institution of an 
18-month-long, $7.7 million 
program of upgrading the 
Southern Pacific tracks 
(at 


Amtrak expense) would be the 
best way to provide these 
potential 
passengers 
with 


convenient railroad passenger 
service." 


Amtrak's counter-suit was 


filed in Washington yesterday 
by Amtrak attorneys with he 
National Arbitration Panel 
already 
considering 
a 


statement by SP President Ben 
Biaggini. (Earlier face-to-face 
negotiations between Amtrak 
and the SP failed.) 


The panel of three (opne 


railroad man, one Amtrak man, 
and Leo Welch, New York at- 
torney and veteran arbitration 
expert) has not indicated when 
it will make a ruling on the 
question, but Amtrak has 
requested an early decision due 
to the fact that it wants to begin 
the new Dallas-Corsicana- 
Houston route by June 10.

For Education 


GRANITE CITY, 111. (AP)- 


Kids in this industrial city are 
learning geography by reading 
the major league 
baseball 


schedules in their local news- 
paper. Arithmetic lessons come 
in news stories about such 
things as labor contracts. 


It's all part of a new, first-in- 


the-nation 
educational 
ex- 


periment. 


For years educators have 


considered using the news- 
papers as a regular classroom 
supplement. 


In some cases, teachers have 


even experimented with the 
newspaper as the main text- 
book for a single subject such 
as social science. 


But at Emerson Elementary 


School, Principal Al Wilson has 
thrown all caution to the wind 
— along with most textbooks. 


"We're 
blowing a lot of 


educational theory all to hell," 
Wilson said, eying first graders 
with the paper spread before 
them. 


Since last September, all 350 


pupils here, including those in 
special education classes, have 
used the morning St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat as their pri- 
mary textbook for all subjects. 


"Learning comes alive in the 


pages of the newspaper. Stu- 
dents see the information being 
used and it's relevant to them. 
It's not just dull stuff out of 
textbooks," said Wilson. 


At Emerson, pupils no longer 


labor over essay topics about 
their summer vacations. Edito- 
rial cartoons, pictures, cutlines 
and advertisements now supply 
them with essay material. 


Science enters the classroom 


through reports on space feats, 
discoveries and natural dis- 
asters. 


Standard textbooks have not 


been completely 
eliminated, 


however. They are still used as 
reference and guides for what 
should be taught at the various 
grade levels. The school's 15 
teachers base about 85 per cent 
of their instruction on the pa- 
per. 


Wilson, who has written sev- 


eral articles and advised vari- 
ous newspaperps across the 
country of this educational the- 
ory, said there is no specific or- 
der for presenting material 
during the school year. "The 
teachers just cover it as it 
comes up in the paper." 


Some teachers greeted the in- 


novation with reservations last 
fall, fearing the change from 
standard methods would not 
work out. 


Now, most said they feel 


more comfortable with the pa- 
per than with textbooks and be- 
lieve the students are learning 
faster.

A P > - Once, the poor nations 


of the world accepted the occa- 
sional handout.-; of the rich 
\\ithout complaint. 


Now, poor nations are de- 


manding more. 


Beset with their own trade 


woes, the rich •-- especially the 
United States - are not reac- 
ting with any great outpouring 
of generosity. 


French economist Paul Al- 


pert. who worked 'J5 years for 
the 
United 
Nations, 
wrote 


recenth that as long as the 
poor countries get poorer and 
the rich remain stingy 
the 


world is risking a confrontation 
that could far exceed the worst 
days of the Fast-West struggle. 


Food production is not keep- 


ing up with the increase in 
mouths to be fed. Irices of in- 
dustrial imports go up while 
tliose of primary products sold 
by poor nations fluctuate wildly 
or decline. The developing na- 
tions' share of world trade has 
fallen from a third to a sixth in 
the last 'JO years. 


"It now costs a country like 


Ghana five tons of cocoa ex- 
ports to pay for the import of a 
single tractor, five times more 
than in 1%0." according to an 
extensive U.N. study called 
"The Widening Gap." 


Said an Asian diplomat: "In 


America each family is think- 
ing in terms of a third car and 
of television in every room. We 
are still worrying about how to 
get enough buses." 


The poor countries are bur- 


dened with external debts total- 
ing about $80 billion. 


Ambassador Sergio Armando 


Fra/ao, a Brazilian diplomat 
who is president of the U.N. 
Fconomic and Social Council, 
described the trade situation 
this way: 


"We in the developing coun- 


tries have been for years sell- 
ing primary products, some of 
our natural resources, in the 
form of merchandise, and re- 
ceiving for these exports an 
amount of money that did not 
really recompense us, not even 
when we increased the quantity 
of our exports. 


"We had to use that money to 


buy at ever increasing prices, 
manufactured 
products 
and 


capital goods that are essential 
for our industrialization, so a 
growing gap was established." 


The U.N. General Assembly 


in 1970 issued a call for indus- 
trialized countries progressive- 
ly to increase their foreign aid 
so that by 1975 they would be 
transferring to poor countries 
$1 for each $100 of their gross 
national product — GNP. 


Each dollar was to include at 


least 70 cents in government 
loans and grants, with the re- 
mainder to come from private 
funds. 


The United States, with a 


GNP of about $1 trillion, did 
not accept the goal, citing 
"staggering domestic needs" 
and 
congressional 
re-exam- 


ination of the U.S. aid policy. 


One response of the rich na- 


tions tends to focus on the idea 
that governments of poor coun- 
tries should do more about pop- 
ulation control and redistribu- 
tion of domestic income. 


The Development Assistance 


Committee, which consists of 
most aid-giving Western na- 
tions, said in its annual review 
that the present scope of aid ef- 
forts can do nothing to reduce 
the gap between rich and poor 
countries. 


It observed: 
"To actually 


narrow next year the present 
dollar gap would require that a 
very modest assumed annual 
increase in real income per ca- 
pita in developed countries of, 
say, 3 per cent be matched by 
one in developing countries of 
around 40 per cent. This is 
clearly beyond the present ca- 
pacity of the developing coun- 
tries to achieve ..." 


Members of this committee, 


including the United States, dis- 
tributed $18.3 billion to devel- 
oping countries in 1971. That is 
about 
half 
what the same 


countries spend on liquor or a 
bit more than they spend on 
cigarettes. 


With the addition of foreign 


aid by the Soviet Union, China 
and a few other industrialized 
countries which do not belong 
to the Development Assistance 
Committee, the total flow of re- 
sources comes to somewhere 
around $20 billion. 


The United States supplied $7 


billion, to remain the largest 
single contributor. Of the U.S. 
total, $3.3 billion was in govern- 
ment aid, which rose 9 per cent 
from the previous year. 


It amounted to about 32 cents 


out of every $100 of the U.S. 
gross national product. 


France, the second largest 


Western 
donor 
nation, dis- 


bursed $1.08 billion in aid in 
1971 — equal to about 67 cents 
of every $100 of its gross na- 
tional product.

ANGUS - Can a non- 


landowner be a shareholder in 
the Angus Water Corporation? 
The question—resulting from a 
dispute 
between 
the Cor- 


poration and Mustang Mobile 
Home Park owner Harold 
McElhenny-is one for which 
everyone seems to have an 
opinion, but no answer. 


McElhenny said earlier this 


week that the Angus Water 
Board is discriminating against 
him and residents of his mobile 
home 
that 
park by asking 


separate water meters be in- 
stalled at each home, but 
refusing to let the home owners 
purchase the meters and 
become members of the Cor- 
poration. 


This morning, 


James, an Angus 
outside the park, also com- 
plained of the Water Board's 
insistence that shareholders 
must be landowners. 


Mrs. J ames said her brother 


and her husband's parents live 
in separate trailer homes on the 
James property, but the Water 


Mrs. Lloyd 


resident 


Board requires the two meters 
of the units to be in the lan- 
downer's name. The trailers are 
connected to separate meters 
and separate lines, Mrs. James 
said, and separate bills are 
sent, but the Water Board in- 
sists that the meters be in 
James' name. 


"I think what they have done 


is just sort of set up by their own 
rules regardless of the bylaws," 
Mrs. James said. "But we had 
to go along with it to get water 
out here." 


While no clause can be found 


in the Angus Water Board's 
bylaws stating a hareholder 
must be a landowner, the Board 
contends this is a requirement 
Farmers Home Administration 
asked the Board to follow at the 
time the Angus Water Cor- 
poration was formed. Loans for 
beginning the town's waster 
system were obtained through 
FHA.

Officials Foresee 


Problem Here 


Texas Power & Light Com- 


pany said today it expects to 
meet all summer electric 
demands by customers in the 
company's 51-county service 
area, according to Embry 
Ferguson, 
local 
TP&L 


manager. 


"We have enough plant 


capability and are reasonably 
sure of obtaining the necessary 
amounts of oil, lignite, and 
natural gas to avoid any electric 
power shortages this summer," 
Carolos Love, TP&L Vice- 
president 
in 
charge 
of 


generation, said. "Of course, 
there is always the possibility 
that our fuel supply could be cut 
drastically by suppliers," Love 
explained. "But, at this point, 
we don't think that is very 
likely." Currently, TP&L's gas 
deliveries are being curtailed 25 
per cent by Lone Star Gas 
Company and 50 per cent by 
Coastal 
States 
Producing 


Company. Love said that on 
severely hot days gas deliveries 
to TP&L could be curtailed to a 
greater degree. These cur- 
tailments, however, are not 
expected to result in any 
electric power shortages for 
TP&L customers, Love ex- 
plained. The gas curtailments 
have forced TP&L to use oil to 
fuel its boilers at its power 
plants which normally rely on 
natural gas for this purpose. 
Love said that if this summer is 
unusually hot, he expects TP&L 
to burn a maximum of 800,000 
barrles of oil, an amount which 
the company now has either on 
hand or under contact. 


In addition to the existing oil 


storage facilities at some of its 
power plants, TP&L is con- 
structing new oil storage tanks 
with a capacity of 350,000 
barrels. 


TP&L's Oil supplies come 


from Oklahoma, West Texas, 
Houston, Corpus Christi, Vic- 
toria, and Tyler. Fuel oil is 
about four times more ex- 
pensive than natural gas. 


Current electric capacity at 


all of TP&L's plants, including 
the Big Brown lignite-fired

plant which is owned jointly by 
TP&L, Dallas Power & Light 
Company, and Texas Electric 
Service Company, is 4,688,384 
kilowatts. In 1972, the peak 
electric demand in the com- 


pany's service area was 
3,352,000 kilowatts. To meet this 
burgeoning demand for electric 
power, TP&L is now con- 
structing a 775,000-kilowatt oil- 
gas fueled generating unit at the 
Decordova Steam Electric 
Station near Granbury in Hood 
County. 


Additionally, TP&L is par- 


ticipating with DP&L and Tesco 
in constructing 
two 575,000- 


kilowatt generating units at the 
Monticello Steam 
Electric 


Station near Mount Pleasant in 
Titus County and two 75,000- 
kilowatt units at the Martin 
Lake Steam Electric 
Station 


near Tatum in Rusk County. 
Both plants will use lignite, a 
form of soft coal, to fuel their 
boilers. Last year, TP&L, 
DP&L, and Tesco announced 
plans to build two 1,150,000- 
kilowatt nuclear generating 
units neas Glen Rose. The first 
unit is scheduled for completion 
in 1980 and the second in 1982.
